Magrath Is Badly 
Hailed — Ridge Has 

Crops Damaged 


The town of Magrath was vis¬ 
ited by the most wicked hail 
storm of its history Friday ev- 
ling last* when hail stones as 
large as hens eggs and frozen 
to solid ice, came on the wings 
of a cyeonic wind and cut down 
everything in its path. It only 
lae.ed In about ten minutes, 
Lut in that time the damage 
v as all done and the storm wo* 
l.i Its way to the south east 
taking everything in its path. 
Forijig .1 ust south of Macleod 
the storm did some damage 
there, then swept across the 
Blood Reserve in a south-easter 
l.v direction, apparently gaining 
momentum as it came. 

Jt crossed the river and swept 
into Magrath in a swath about 
a mile and a half wide, on the 
wing 8 of an HO mile an hour 
wind, and what it did in and 
about the town defies descrip¬ 
tion. a 50 foot tree on the HaV- 
ry Bly corner was uprooted, 
with eaith still on the roots 
and laid on the ground, the A. 
B. annex was twisted otf square, 
and a section tof track was mov 
cd and a rail twisted, a lx>x cai 
\vr,' blown off the tracks. Or¬ 
chards and gardens were liter 
ally pounded into the ground. 

( Yabappke trees w r ere cut off to 
within a foot of the ground i l 
places, ard when the storm crocs 
cd Pothole it demolished bund 
i dv of acres of lovely grain 
fi» Ids ai d hay crops as it trav 
l lied up the slope of the Milk 
River ridge and beyond, giail- 
ualy dying out a? it neared Milk 
River. The grandstand in M*y - 
ath’ * re rcation Park was dt- 
nioli3hed, the stoini lifting o'f 
Hi a roef an:l then collapsing the 
stand.'An houi before 1,000 pp-> 
pie hold been in and about the 
stand at the Pioneer Day cel¬ 
ebrate i. W alter B'own’s barn 
v.m- demolish el and part of it 
blown against his kitchen wall, 


and so the story of the storm 
goes, 

Raymond was untouched, but 
south about seven or eight miles 
the fury of the storm was felt 
over an area from 3 to 6 mil s 
in width, Nvher e grain crops 
were pounded into the ground. 
The Meeks farm, Hutterville, 
Golden Snow, Tom Mendenhall 
Ray Depew, Peter and Caesar 
Coepittrass, Oscar Johnson, Fred 
Eigaard, J. LeRoy Anderson, 
tlio sons of J. D. Brown and 
Ray Knight, with 1,400 acres, 
were all victims of the storm, 
some being completely hailed, 

others partially. Two small boys 
of Oscar Johnson, were caught 
in the stoui Jabout 200 yards 
from Ray Depew’s house and 
wei'j bally battered when they 
reached till ere. by which time 
the fury >f the storm waa pass¬ 
ed. Tbs older boy pulled his lit¬ 
tle biiother’s head under bis arm 
io protect him, and the hand 
c :nosed to the fury of the hail 
swelled to three or four times 
normal size, ard both boys were 
black and blue all over from the 
peppering they received. 

There i* hope fop most of the 
‘ ‘ ps. It we get a late fall oats 
an4 barley and possibly wheat 
may mature for threshing, or 
' ill at least make a good hay 
crop. Poets, with the crown un¬ 
damaged and about one inch of 
o p left, will come back to with- 
• \ wo or three tons per acre of 
r w mt the yield would ha'*e been, 
\ h e is not much hope for gar- 
i’.'s. It estimated that from 
25.000 to 30,000 acres of heavy 
crop was damaged in the storrn. 
It is indeed fortunate that no 
ore was seriously injured ir the 
storm and ‘wclc'ne. and while 
th e less is severe, its real dam¬ 
age will not be known until the 
searon is over and we see what 
crops are taken yjff the hailed 
out land.

very favorable and little irriga¬ 


tion has be ui 'required, espec¬ 
ially where fields have been kept 
cultivated. 

Everything considered, crop 
conditions are very good at this 
writing, and the right kind of 
weather for the remaider of the 
growing and ripening season is 
about the only question now.

A SCARCITY OF BUTTER hmxwmmwwwwrowww 


There is a very great likeli¬ 
hood that butter may become 
U::t plentiful as the season ad¬ 
vances, and it is advisable that 
Canadian people begin to save 
it now. It is not so much a ques¬ 
tion of using less butter, as of 
wasting less. The following sug 
gestions for economizing on the 
use of butter are offered by the 
Women’s Section of the Agricult 
lira I Extension Service. 

1. Use lard or other shorten¬ 
ings instead of butter for Imk* 
ing. 5|6 of a cu n of pure fat is 
cjuivalent to one cup of butter 
for this purpose. 

2. If butter must be used for 
baking, use only 1-2 the quantity 
called for and make up the bal¬ 
ance with lard, 

3. Chicken fat may be used 
for pan frying or in cake; :snd 
pastry. It is delicious foi ilir* 
purpose. 

4. Pan frying neeld not b w (’ 

in butter. Lard or dripping may 
be used. 

6. Save butter papers. Th v 
may be used for buttering 'mU 
ing pans. 

6. (Melt butter to be used on 
vegetables. A lot less will be 
ned'eli if this is done. 

7. Keep butter in a cool place. 
Firm butter goes further than 
soft butter. 

X. Don’t cut off too laige a 
piece of butter for table use. It 
gets untidy looking and more 
of it will be used when in this 
form. With small pats, there is 
less waste. 

While the consumption of but-* 
ter is increasing in Canada, the 
production in 1942, its compared 
with 1941. is lower, and it is, 
therefore, necessary for every 
effont to ibe made to conserve the 
use of butter.
